It used to be 
something like Methodism in its @evo- 
tion and Christian zeal. The people 
met often for prayer and praise; the 
had abundant faith, and possessed each 
vital, purifying religion. But our rulers 
thought that a “reform” necessary, 
and they -iustituted it a wholesale 
system of marriage, and a wholesale 
practice of throat-cutting! There was 
no security of life nor property ; no one 
dared to.utter a word of d 
perfect reign of terror existed. Well, 
the Government sent out troops l.ere to 
protect the immigration—the ‘Indians’’ 
were committing a good many atrocities 
then, you know!—and the Government 
officials had also obtained permission to 
use the troops for their own protection, 
if necessary. Was this “persecution”? 
It was well known that the United States 
laws could not be enforced in Utah.— 
They cannot be enforced to-day. Yet the 
ses were told that it was ar act of 

ostility for the Government to send 
troops here, and the people in- their 
simplicity believed it;—ther were,told 
that the soldiers were a “mob” cowi 
‘to cut their throats, and they believed: 
that, too! Where, I ask. was the first 
act of hostility committed by the sold- 
iers—was: the first wrong inflicted by 
them? There was none. There had 
been murcer and other crimes commit- 
ted, and Judge Cradlebangh tricd to 
bring the offenders to justice—and that 
was all. Yet the rulers said that “the 
people” were being persecuted ! 

During our late rebellion, the Gov- 
ernment had a right to expeet loyalty 
from Utah as well as her other Western 
| Territories, and. mdeed, the leaders 
were anxious to impress Congress with 
the idea that they were loyal—-and -that 
was all they did. Thcy raised no men, 
contribted no money. We could have 
sent them a thousand hardy, fighting 
men—we did not send them one. In 
fact, it would have been better for us to 
have sent at least that number; we 
would have been safer at home for thoir 
absence! But with all our pretensions 
of loyalty, we could meet together each

Proclamation.) 


The Times says: This interpretation 
of the present status of the South vir- 
— places South Carolina and New 
York ‘on the same footing in all that per- 
tains to their relations to other States 
and to the National Government. The 
proclamation carries with it this force 
without the slightest infringement upon 
the high prerogative which Congress 
holds to determine the rights of individ- 
ual claimants to seats in cither branch 


of that body. It simply announees to] 


the Southern States that they are once 
more intrus‘ed with the maintenance of 
law and order within their own borders, 
and to the world at large that the Gov- 
ernment is restored upon a basis consis- 
tent with the rights and immunities of 
individual States. In view of our con- 
mercial and financial position, we car- 
not regard this great executive act with- 


out satisfaction, in view even of the dif- | 


ferences which temporarily cstrange the 


majority in Congress from the President. | — 


The proclamation will help reasona- 
ble men to find a basis of honorable 
compromise, and in view of the poassi- 
bility of external trouble, however re- 
mote, the act must commend itself to 
patriotic men as one of wisdom. ) 

The Herald regards the proclamation 
as a defiance hurled to Congress. It 
says the President alone has adhered to
